2. The second report (TECS EB-3/656,145) relates to the 
September 2 article in Times of Vietnam which charged the United 
States, and specifically the Central Intelligence Agency, with an 
attempt to inspire a coup. On September 5 , the First Secretary 
of the German Sisbassy, passing on information given to him by a 
Per Spelgel correspondent who had interviewed Madame Nhu, told 
an American official that Madame Khu subaitted she had written
